receipt of this lett^. If ho response is received wifiiin 15 days, the Commission may take 
further action based on the available infiirmation.

made public. Please be advised that, although the Commission cannot discbse information 
regarctog an investigation to the public, it may share information on a confidential basis with 
other law enforcement agencies.'
